Protection in Future 


FIRE CHIEF LAUDER ELATED 


iMany Improvements Made in 
the Department During 
the Year, 


Two new firehalls recently  con- 
| structed have been placed in service 
| today. One of these is located in the 


west end and the other in north Edmon- 
ton, The fire fighting apparatus has 
} only been partially provided for, but as 
rapidly as possible these stations will 
hie fully equipped, When these new 
halls have been properly nyanned there 
will be about $0 men in the employ of 
the fire department of the city. 

During the past year the need for 
these new halls has been demonstrated 
on more thun one oceasion, and Vire 
Chief Lauder feels very much relieved 
hnow that they are actually in opera- 
tion, Harlier in the year it was the 
intention to build two other stations on 
the south side, but the financial difti- 
) culties were responsible for the cutting 
joutof these halls after the tenders lad 
been called for and were in the hands 
) of the eity commissioners, 

The fire departinent has added to the 
equipment during the year three new 
combination motor chemical and hose 
| wagons ata cost of about $22,000, one 
phew motor tractor for the aerial ladders 
at a cost of $7,400, a motor ear for the 
lassistant chief at a cost of $1,850, two 
{new motor pumpers and combination 
| hose Wagons at ua cost of $22,400, and 
one horse-drawn hose wagon at a cost 
of $860. A portion of this new equip- 
ment will be used in the two new 
stations that are being put into service 
today, 

During the year this department has 
added 5,000 feet of hose and installed 
86 new fire alarm boxes at the most 
important corners of the city. To place 
these in the best locations it was neces- 
sary to lay seven miles of wire. 

The dire department will have large 
capital expenditures to provide for 
during the coming year, as a portion 
of the new central police station and 
fire hall will be charged up to the fire 
) department and at least two new tire 
hauls in outlying distriets must be con- 
structed and provided with a Complete 
fire fighting equipment.

Evidence is Taken in Case cf 
George Davis—Fare Box 
Inspector, 

Two more were committed for trial 
yesterday afternoon when the hearing 
of the 
street-ear tickets was heard, The two 
men committed are J. HH. Auderkirk, 


formerly a conductor of the street rall- 
way, and George Davis, ex-fare box in- 


of the alleged wholesale theft 


spector, The charge on whieh they 
were committed was theft. Both of 
the men were allowed out on $4,000 
bail, 


The flrst witness called by the prose- 
cution was C. i. Jenkins, a detective 
in the employ of the Thiel agency. He 
stated that the first time that he saw 
Auderkirk was on a high level bridge 
car about October 9; he also noticed 
McAdams, another accused man, on the 
same car, and at the corner of Third 
street a workman got off the car and as 
he was stepping down he turned to 
McAdams and said, “Here's the dolar 
lowe youl’) On November It the wit- 
n met the accused again at the 
corner of (lara street and Namayo 
avenue, andidfter some conversation he 
stated that he bought It tickets from 
Auderkirk and. paid 26 cents for them, 
On the following day he again met the 
aceused, and this time he purchased 44 
tiekets from him and paid $1 fr the 
tickets, ‘The next and last time what 
he spoke to the accused was the night 
of the arrest in the cells, when Auder- 
kirk asked him if his (the witness's) 
house had been searched by the police. 
Jenkins stated that as far as he knew 
they hadn't. The accused then asked 
him if he had any loose tickets about 
his home, to which the detective re- 
plied that he could not say for sure, 
but he thought that he had = some. 
Cross-exumined by A. G, MeKay, coun- 
sel for the accused, the witness ad- 
mitted that the first time he received 
tickets from Auderiirk it had been on 
the street In the open. When ques- 
tioned by the counsel as to when he 
made the notes in his book, he stated 
that he made them each evening when 
his work was' done, The detective also 
stuted that the wccused had stated to 
him on one oceaslon that he thougit 
the officials were getting “wise” to him 
taking the tickets, and he is alleged to 
have made the statement to the detec- 
tive that he had been on the carpet 
once before Superintendest Woodroofe 
on a charge of stewing kets, but he 
had been able to clear himself, Mr, 
MeKay wanted to know whether or not 
the entries for the month of November 
had been made at the same time, To 
this the detective swore positively that 
the entries and notes had been inade 
from day to day as the incidents oc- 
curred, The counsel for the accused 


asked that the notebook be marked 
for identification, 
The vext witness to be called was 


the superintendent of the street rail- 
way, Mr. Woodroofe, whe stated that 
the accused had been in the employ of 
the department for about three years. 
When asked by Mr. Mager, who is con- 
ducting the case for the city, whether 
he had ever received any complaints 
about this man, protests were called 
forth from Mr. MeKay, who thought 
this had nothing to do with the 
case, us he wasn’t being tried for any 
complaint that had been made to the 
street rallway department. Witness 
continued to say that no check was 
kept on the tickets after they had been 
sold) to the sellers until they were 
brought into the office after they had 
been used. Mr. McKay wanted to 
know when the charge was made that 
tickets were stolen—before they were 
sold or after they were seld. To this 
the superintendent replied that he did 
not know, as they hae not been 
checked up yet, but word had been re- 
ceived at the office that a number of 
loose tickets were being sold. He fur- 
ther stated that there were some loose 
tickets last fall when the department 
ran short of the red tickets, and they 
used the book, selling a strip of five 
and one loose, After the hearing of the 
evidence the acensed did not make any 
statement, and was committed for trial, 
being allowed out on bail.

Coming just at the present time, when so many men are 
out of employment in the city, the commencement of work 
on the Alberta and Great Waterways railway assumes the 
importance of a double benefil, providing immediate relief in 
the labor market and guaranteeing the opening of — the 
Athabasca territory to immediate development and to 
Edmonton trade. ; 

As a relief in the labor market, the commencement of 
preparations on the A. & G, W. is particularly fortunate. Just 
at the present time many men are out of work in Edmonton, 
variously estimated at as high as fifteen hundred, and a quiet 
winter coming after a summer in which employment was not 
particularly active, leaves many of them in a position of 
destitution. These are the men who build the railways and 


span the rivers in times of activity and it is unreasonable} 


at the first sign of a temporary lull they should be made to 


control. The opportunity for employment. afforded a num- 
ber of them by the A. & G. W. will relieve the situation to a 
certain extent, although itis not to be expected that it will solve 
completely the Edmonton problem of unemployment. 

As a guarantee of immediate development in the north 
country, the commencement of work onthe A. & G. W. will 
he reassuring to Edmontonians who have long looked toward 
the Athabasca as the empire from which Edmonton’s most 
lucrative trade must eventually flow. Hope long deferred 
has led to a feeling almost of hopelessness, so that when the 
Opposition newspapers and opposition legislators predicted 
that the latest arrangement for the construction of the road 
was no more likely to secure early construction than previous 
attempts, there was quite a natural tendency to accept with a 
certain degree of credence, these prophecies of procrastination.

enlarging the institution, and Lord Dart- 
mouth was made president of the trustees, 
A grant of 44,000 acres of land Induced 
the establishment of the co’tege at Hanover 
N.IE, and it was named Dartinouth after
